UNRULY inmates caused more 
than £10,000 worth of damage dur¬ 
ing a riot at the young offenders 
institute in Rochester, forcing staff 
to run for cover. 

The out-of-control Cookham Wood convicts 
smashed windows and hurled missiles during 
a five-hour protest at not being allowed to 
watch television. 

The shocking scenes ended with a specialist 
riot team being called in to restore calm. 

Three men were arrested in relation to the 
events and appeared before Medway 
Magistrates Court last Thursday. They all face 
charges of violent disorder. 

The court heard that the drama unfolded at 
noon on Tuesday, June 29, after staff called 
inmates in from a recreation period. 

Of the 40 prisoners summoned inside, only 
eight complied with the request - with the 
remaining youths refusing to move. 

Inmates then repeatedly chanted ‘We want 
TV” in response to a lights-out order that 
denied them the privilege. 

After further attempts to round them up, 
scenes turned ugly as they started to smash 
windows, break pieces of concrete and disman¬ 
tle a set of goal posts which they then hurled 
at staff. 

One female officer was struck on the thigh 
by a rock. 

Staff were then forced to retreat and take

Towns secure 
2011 pentathlon 
championships

MEDWAY has won the 
right to host the 2011 
Modem Pentathlon Euro¬ 
pean Championships. 

This international sporting event 
will see past and present Olympic 
and world champions competing at 
Medway Park next summer. 

The championships, held at the 
recently opened centre of sporting 
excellence in Gillingham, will take 
on added significance as they will 
count as an official qualifying event 
for the 2012 Olympic Games. 

Medway Council’s community 
services boss Howard Doe said: “To 
see the world’s best pentathletes 
competing in Medway and qualify¬ 
ing for the Olympic Games in 
London 2012 will be a proud 
moment for our community. 

“It demonstrates how highly 
Medway is now thought of in the 
sporting world and will provide 
inspiration to all our young people.” 

The championships, which will 
run from July 28 to August 1, follow 


the staging of the Modern 
Pentathlon World Cup at the same 
location in April this year. 

Pentathlon GB chief executive 
Peter Hart added: “We are delighted 
to be bringing the European 
Championships to Medway Park. 

“With the championships also act¬ 
ing as an Olympic qualifier we are 
hoping to see our British athletes 
coming to Medway and clinching 
one of those coveted places at 
London 2012.” 

Jan Bartu, Pentathlon GB’s per¬ 
formance director, said: “Hosting 
the European Championships in 
Medway in 2011 will give us the 
best opportunity to qualify early for 
the Olympic Games and concen¬ 
trate on preparing the athletes for 
London 2012. 

“I know the fantastic support of 
the community in Medway will 
spur the athletes on to deliver top- 
class performances.” 

The modern pentathlon is made 
up of five sporting disciplines - 
fencing, swimming, show jumping, 
running and shooting - all of which 
are held on the same day. 

Developed as the ultimate athletic 
test, the pentathlon celebrates its cen¬ 
tenary as an Olympic sport in 2012.

A BOGUS barman has been 
ordered to pull down his 
back-garden pub. 

Dean Goodearl, 23, converted his 
wooden Swiss chalet into a luxury 
lager lounge - complete with Fosters 
and John Smiths beer pumps and 
optics for spirits. 

The 8m x 6m portacabin pub also 
housed a dartboard, plasma TV screen, 
fruit machine and a disco ball. 

Dean even fitted the chalet with 
ornately framed Georgian-style win¬ 
dows and double doors onto a wooden 
veranda. 

Plus there was an outdoor smokers’ 
bin, giving regulars a place to enjoy a 
cigarette in-between beers. 

The chalet, in the garden of Dean’s 
terraced home in Pimpernel Way, 
Chatham, is divided from the main 
property by a boarded fence. Access 
could only be gained to the pub from 
its own gate and pathway. 

Raid 

It was discovered during a 
multi-agency raid last year. 

Medway Council’s officers, 
who worked closely with Kent 
Police in Medway, then served 
an Enforcement Notice on Mr 
Goodearl in January. 

This ordered him to take 
down the building and to stop 
operating a pub on his land. 

Mr Goodearl appealed 
against the notice to the plan¬ 
ning inspector and said that 
the chalet was only ever used by him¬ 
self and his close family after they 
went banger-racing. 

But he lost his appeal and the 
inspector upheld the notice, giving Mr 
Goodearl six weeks to remove the 
building and the fence. 

Now he must take both down by

cover inside the building after the 
rioters began to pick up pieces of 
glass and make threats. 

They were subjected to further 
abuse as missiles rained down from 
outside. 

Events took a more sinister turn 
when the rioters appeared to have 
taken someone hostage. 

The court heard how a fellow 
inmate was led around with his 
hands tied behind his back and his 
feet shackled. He was then knocked 
to the floor by the rioters. 

It later transpired that this was a 
hoax that had been set up deliberately. 

With the situation now out of con¬ 
trol, a specialist team of anti-riot offi¬ 
cers, known as the Tornado Team, 
were called in to diffuse matters. 

The officers moved in despite being 
faced with continuing violence. 

The confrontation lasted for five 
hours before normal order was 


eventually resumed. 

A prison spokesperson said: “There 
were no injuries to staff and three 
prisoners were treated in the prison 
healthcare centre for superficial 
injuries. 

“The events have 
been subject to inves¬ 
tigation and appropri¬ 
ate disciplinary action 
has been taken.” 

This is not the first 
time issues of this 
nature have occurred 
at the prison. 

Last August it was 
reported that the 
number of inmates was to be capped 
until the Prison Service could guaran¬ 
tee an appropriate level of safety. 

It was also revealed that a number 
of prisoners refused to leave their 
cells through fear of bullying. 

Speaking at the time, Anne Owers, 
Chief Inspector of Prisons said: “This 
first inspection of Cookham Wood, in

its new role as an establishment for 
adolescent young men, has raised 
serious concerns. 

“In hindsight, the establishment 
was a poor choice for this age group. 

Its physical layout 
was far from ideal. 
This was exacerbat¬ 
ed by the fact that 
neither appropriate¬ 
ly trained staff nor 
essential safety pro¬ 
cedures were creat¬ 
ed and embedded by 
the time significant 
numbers of young 
people arrived. 

“The result was a seriously unsafe 
and poorly controlled environment, 
with some tense relationships 
between staff and young people.” 

Charlie Akhurst, 18, of Edmonton, 
London, Reece Blackston, 18, of 
Gravesend and a 17-year-old youth 
have been remanded in custody until 
Thursday, September 30.

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Criminal proceeds crackdown 
shows crime does pay for force 


A KENT Police crackdown on crim¬ 
inals who profit from crime has 
proved to be one of the most effec¬ 
tive across the country. 

The Force has used Proceeds of Crime Act 
(POCA) legislation to take convicts back to 
court - to seize, confiscate or forfeit any of their 
ill-gotten gains. 

Police scored one of their biggest POCA suc¬ 
cesses in December last year, when Chatham 
conman Guarcharan Singh was ordered to pay 
back £3.2 million. 

Canterbury Crown Court found that the 41- 
year-old had amassed a small fortune through 
selling counterfeit goods. 

Detective Inspector Mark Fairhurst of Kent 
Police’s Serious Economic Crime unit, said: 
“Police forces have the additional tool of POCA

to recover profits from crime. 

“Not only is ‘Crime doesn’t pa/ an effective 
message, but the money taken from the crimi¬ 
nal is then used to support policing in disrupt¬ 
ing further criminality.” 

Police forces can apply for a confiscation order 
at the crown court to deprive criminals of benefits 
resulting from crime. If approved by the crown 
court, criminals are given a deadline to pay back 
the amount or receive a prison sentence. 

In a magistrates court, forfeiture orders can 
also be made against those who have not been 
charged or convicted of a criminal offence, but 
are believed to have benefited from a crime. 

The cash and assets recovered are then made 
available to fund community projects and other 
police operations to target criminals. 


The proceeds are deposited in a central gov¬ 
ernment fund, which police services and other 
law enforcement agencies can apply for funding 
from to help fight crime. 

This is known as the Home Office’s Asset 
Recovery Incentivisation (ARIS) scheme. In the 
final quarter of 2009/2010 Kent Police received 
£312,229, the fourth highest figure returned 
back to police forces nationally. 

For the whole financial year, Kent Police 
received £736,369 from the scheme, placing the 
force eighth nationally. 

In the next few months, the Home Office will 
pay more than £1 million seized from cash for¬ 
feiture back to Kent Police. 

A new Community Cashback scheme, which 
aims to give residents their say on how crimi¬ 
nal assets should be spent, has also recently 
been introduced in Margate, Tunbridge Wells, 
Deal and Dartford. 


Police restraint 
death inconclusive 

A PATIENT who died at his Gillingham 
home after being restrained by police 
has been named as Colin Holt. 

The 52-year-old, who had been sectioned 
under the Metal Health Act, was grabbed 
by officers in his Goudhurst Road flat at 
1.30pm on Monday, August 30. 

He had gone missing from Medway 
Maritime Hospital at 12.45pm that day, 
prompting staff to call police. 

The Independent Police Complaints 
Commission (IPCC) is investigating the 
actions of the Kent police officers who 
were at Mr Holt’s flat when he died. 

It appears that, while officers attempt¬ 
ed to restrain Mr Holt, he became unwell. 

An ambulance was called but Mr Holt 
was pronounced dead at the scene. 

IPCC investigators have been carrying 
out house to house enquiries in the local 
area, examining officers’ initial accounts, 
checking police logs and looking through 
CCTV. 

A post-mortem examination took place 
on Wednesday, September 1, but was 
inconclusive. Further tests have been 
commissioned. 





UNIQUE BIKE STOLEN 

A DISTINCTIVE trails bike and a number of power tools have been stolen from a Gillingham 
outbuilding. 

The motorbike, a Kawasaki KX 65, worth in the region of £900, was taken from the Bloors Lane 
property along with a £600 Hitachi saw and other power tools. 

Thieves struck on Saturday, September 4, between 3am and 10am. 

The bike is easily recognisable as the graphics were imported directly from America.

Girl struck by hit-and-run motorist 


A HIT-AND-RUN driver is being hunted by 
police after mowing down a teenage girl. 

The motorist - thought to be driving a 
black Mercedes saloon car - hit the 15-year- 
old in Chaucer Road, Gillingham, at 12.30pm 
yesterday. 

The girl was thrown into the air by the 
impact but amazingly walked away from the 
scene after only suffering cuts and bruises. 

Patrol Officer PC George Shokar said: “It’s 
extraordinary that the girl was not badly 
hurt in the collision, but she was obviously 
very shaken. 

“We believe that the car involved was a 
black Mercedes, but we are unsure if it was 
being driven by a man or a woman. 


“We urge the driver of the car to come for¬ 
ward to help with our enquiries. We would 
like to hear from anyone who was in the area 
at the time and may have seen something. 

“I would also like to remind motorists that 
there is no right turn into Chaucer Avenue 
from Rainham road. 

“A number of people are ignoring road 
signs and we will not hesitate in taking 
action against any motorist not following 
these rules. 

“Motorists ignoring the no right turn are 
potentially putting people’s lives at risk.”

'Bookies Bandit' jailed 
for armed crime spree

AN ARMED robber who held up six 
bookmakers during a two-month 
reign of terror has been jailed for 15 
years. 

Gary McMeekin - dubbed the Bookies Bandit 
- carried out the robberies at bookmakers 
across Medway between November 2009 and 
January this year, using an imitation firearm to 
terrify staff into handing over wads of cash. 

The 35-year-old, of Kingswear Gardens, 
Strood, also raided banks in Strood and 
Northfleet in March and April respectively. 

McMeekin made off with more than £17,000 
before he was eventually caught by police. 

He was sentenced at Maidstone Crown Court 
on August 31, after pleading guilty to six rob¬ 
beries and possession of an imitation firearm. 

He was jailed for 12 years for each of the rob¬ 
beries and three years for the firearm offences, 
with the sentences to run concurrently. 

Getaway driver Robert Blackburn, 31, of 
Copperhouse Road, Rochester, was also jailed 
for his part in the robbery at Lloyds TSB in 
Northfleet. 

The 31-year-old, who was the driver of a car 
used to transport McMeekin to and from the 
robbery, was sentenced to four years in jail. 

Detective Inspector Ann Lisseman, who led 


the investigation, said: “These were calculated 
and planned offences, which put a number of 
people in fear of their lives. The confidence 
McMeekin showed to carry out these robberies 
was astounding, but he has paid the price and 
will now be in jail for a very long time.” 

McMeekin and Blackburn were caught soon 
after the Northfleet robbery, when patrols 
stopped a red Skoda near the scene. 

Inside the boot of the car, officers found a pair 
of gloves and a balaclava. Following a forensic 
examination of the clothing, DNA matching 
McMeekin’s was found on the items. 

DI Lisseman added: “As the evidence against 
McMeekin and Blackburn grew, they were left 
with no choice but to plead guilty. 

“These were frightening experiences for the 
staff and customers in the shops targeted. 
Hopefully this will act as closure for them. 

“Ultimately this was a long and complex 
investigation, but one which we have managed 
to secure a positive outcome for.” 

Crown Advocate Jane Scotchmer said: 
“McMeekin thought nothing of terrifying the 
bookmakers’ staff in pursuit of money. 

“He brandished what looked like a gun in a 
plastic bag and pointed the gun directly at the 
staff. 

“Kent Police investigators and CPS lawyers 
have worked hard to build a reliable and robust 
case against the two defendants and their 
guilty pleas illustrate the strength of the case 
we had against them.”

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Cuts could force police to 
focus on crime hot spots

TROUBLE-hit communities may 
steal bobbies from towns with 
lower crime rates once Kent Police 
learn the full extent of planned 
Government spending cuts. 

Chief Constable Ian Learmonth revealed 
this week the county force will have no option 
but to slash 1,500jobs if the Home Office removes 
20 per cent of its funding - the equivalent of 
about £53 million over the next four years. 

He told KOS Media that every aspect of his 
budget needed to be analysed as a result, and 
it made good business sense to deploy officers 
where they were needed most. 

The decision could result in the more trou¬ 
ble-free areas like Sevenoaks losing some of 
their officers to crime hot spots such as 
Gillingham and Margate. 

Budget 

Mr Learmonth also revealed the force may 
have to scrap or combine some of its six 
county divisions in an attempt to save even 
more money from the budget. 

“The decisions on where resources will be 
allocated will be based on demand and not his¬ 
torical statistics,” he said. “It’s going to be done 
in a scientific way and we will carry out the 
proper analysis to determine where we place 


our resources to get the best results. 

“We would be foolish to put lots of officers 
where there isn’t the demand - it’s just busi¬ 
ness sense.” 

When asked if the plans might upset resi¬ 
dents in quieter areas who still pay the same 
level of police council tax as everyone else, Mr 
Learmonth replied: “It’s not about officers; it’s 
about level of service and everywhere in Kent 
will receive a police service.” 

Earlier this year Chancellor George Osborne 
asked ministers to draw up plans for spending 
cuts of 25 per cent and 40 per cent, but the 
final figures will not be revealed until the 
Comprehensive Spending Review is published 
on October 20. 

Mr Learmonth revealed that although Kent 
Police had only laid out its plans should it 
receive a 20 per cent cut, it had also modelled 
for savings of 17.5 per cent and 25 per cent. 

“We’ve not been given any Government fig¬ 
ures at all yet,” he added. “If it turns out to be 
less than 20 per cent then that gives us some 
extra options. If it’s worse then it’s much easi¬ 
er for us to gear up than it is to start again 
from scratch. 

“But we’ve had to come up with something 
because we can’t afford to wait. People were 
starting to speculate about jobs so I thought it 
was best to get things out into the open. 

“I’m hoping the cuts will turn out to be less 
than 20 per cent, but if it’s as much as 40 per 
cent then that will be a huge challenge for us.” 

Kent Police currently employs 3,728 officers 


and 2,932 civilian staff including community 
support officers. If the force loses 20 per cent of 
its funding then about 1,000 civilian and 500 
police posts will be axed, albeit mostly through 
natural wastage and retirement. 

Mr Learmonth said the main difference the 
public would see in that scenario would be the 
probable axing of some of the existing man¬ 
agement structures - the six regional areas 
the force is currently split into. 

He had already hinted upon his appoint¬ 
ment in July that the number of superintend¬ 
ents and chief superintendents may be cut 
along the same lines. 

Inevitable 

“The bedrock is neighbourhood policing and 
that’s something I want to maintain as much 
as possible,” he added. “But the public will 
understand that if you take £53m out of the 
budget then things will inevitably change.” 

Apart from ‘priority’ departments including 
education and the Ministry of Justice, all other 
government departments have been asked to 
draw up plans for spending cuts. 

Kent Police are currently in the middle of a 
huge restructuring programme, and in July 
the force announced that nearly 200 police 
recruits had their places cancelled. 

“I was surprised policing didn’t get ring- 
fenced in some way, particularly when you 
consider some of the departments that were,” 
Mr Learmonth said. “The public have come to 
expect a high-quality police service and if you

asked people what their priorities were then 
I’m reasonably confident policing would be up 
there. However, it’s right that we take our fair 
share of the cuts.” 

Meanwhile, Kent Police Authority chair¬ 
woman Ann Barnes has described the scale of 
the potential cuts as “shocking”. 

She said: “There will be hard choices to make 
but we will be as transparent and open as pos¬ 
sible with regards to the decisions we will 
have to make.” 
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Kent patients miss out 
on vital diabetes pump 


AN NHS “postcode lottery” has 
been blamed for diabetes patients 
in Kent missing out on the full 
range of available treatments. 

The Medical Technology Group (MTG) - a 
coalition of patient groups, research charities 
and medical manufacturers - claims only a 
tiny percentage of diabetics currently receive 
insulin pump therapy as an alternative to 
injections. 

Recommended for people suffering from type 1 
diabetes, the treatment is only currently being 
used by 0.25 per cent of patients in the NHS 
Medway region - well below the 12 per cent

national target set by the National Institute for 
Health and Clinical Excellence (NICE). 

The Eastern and Coastal Kent figure is only 
moderately higher at 1.5 per cent, while the 
uptake at NHS West Kent is 5.7 per cent. 

The national average is 3.9 per cent. 

John Davis is the founder of insulin pump 
awareness group Input, which is a member of 
the MTG. 

He said: “Access to a treatment as important 
as insulin pumps should not be dependent on 
where you live. 

“Insulin pumps have been recommended by 


NICE as they are an efficient use of the NHS’s 
resources and can have a dramatic impact on 
patients’ quality of life and clinical outcomes. 

“The MTG is campaigning to improve patient 
access to insulin pumps by ensuring eveiy per¬ 
son with type 1 diabetes - no matter where they 
live - receives the specialist care they need.” 

Insulin pumps are small devices attached to 
a patient’s waist which feed insulin into the 
body via a plastic tube as and when needed. 

All three of Kent’s primary care trusts told 
KOS Media they were committed to providing 
all available treatments for type 1 patients. 

NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent said it was 
currently funding 46 people to receive insulin 
pump therapy and that it was working hard to

increase provision and support. 

NHS West Kent admitted it was a “lengthy 
and complicated” process to transfer patients 
to the alternative treatment, but said uptake 
had increased considerably over the last few 
years and that nobody who meets the NICE 
criteria is turned away. 

A spokesman for NHS Medway said the 
uptake rate of insulin pump therapy had risen 
to one per cent since the MTG survey was 
taken, and that patients work with specialists 
at Medway Hospital to decide which treat¬ 
ment will suit them best.

M6 toll could warn 
of crossing's future 

INFLATION-busting charges on the M6 
toll road are proof that motorists need to be 
protected by any sale of the Dartford cross¬ 
ing, campaigners warn. 

Last October the previous Labour 
government announced plans to offload the 
crossing to the private sector as part of a 
portfolio of “non-financial assets”, but the 
new Con-Lib coalition has yet to make a 
decision on its fate. 

Should the sale get the go-ahead, the 
Campaign for Better Transport has 
warned against giving whoever purchases 
the development the power to set toll 
charges as high as they like. 

This week the group published its report 
on the M6 toll road in the West Midlands, 
where motorists were hit with above-infla¬ 
tion price increases as a result of its private 
owner losing money. 

Roads campaigner Richard George said: 
“It’s important any sale of the Dartford cross¬ 
ing is regulated. The Government should 
learn from the M6 toll road. 

“It was built to help reduce congestion on 
the M6 and started off at £2 to use. But 
every year the company that owns it raised 
the toll above inflation because it wasn’t 
making as much money as it thought it 
would. 

“It now costs £5 to use the road, six years 
after it was opened. If such a situation was 
to occur at Dartford, it could be a lot worse, 
because most people don’t have an option 
but to use the crossing.” 

Congestion 

When the QEII Bridge was built almost 
20 years ago, the Tory government of the 
time promised motorists would not be 
charged to cross the Thames once the con¬ 
struction cost was met. 

However, the tolls remained once the 
debt was cleared in 2003 and in 2008 road- 
users were even hit with increased charges 
at certain times of the day. 

Mr George warned that congestion and 
pollution at the crossing could also get 
worse if it is sold to a private company. 

“One of the major issues that arose from 
our study of the M6 toll road was that 
there was concern from people living local¬ 
ly that the operators had been encouraging 
more development in an attempt to 
increase traffic,” he said. 

“Such a situation at Dartford would be 
bad for the M25 and surrounding roads. 

“The needs of a private company are 
often very different to the needs of local 
people, so the Government is going to have 
to strike a balance.” 

A Department for Transport spokes¬ 
woman said no decisions would be made 
about the future of the Dartford crossing 
until after the Comprehensive Spending 
Review has been published next month.

Site visit unearths 
major historic find 

TWO gold bracelets unearthed after 
almost 3,000 years were spotted by 
chance. 

The items were left buried under the 
Kent soil for thousands of years, but 
after a leading archaeological expert vis¬ 
ited an excavation site, he spotted them 
on top of earth already moved during the 
big road dig. 

The discovery is so important, it is set 
to be filmed by the BBC for its Digging 
for Britain programme. 

The bracelets 
join some 
10,000 other 
important finds 
unearthed by 
volunteers and 
experts on the 
East Kent 
Access site 
between 
Ramsgate and 
Sandwich, the biggest archaeological 
excavation in the country this year. 

And all that historic ‘treasure’ means 
the experts are learning a huge amount 
about how people were living on the Isle 
of Thanet from earliest times. 

The ‘Indiana Jones’ teams have found 
prehistoric burial monuments, Iron Age 
enclosures and a village that would have 
watched the Roman invasion, plus 
Saxon cemeteries, tracks and the 
remains of a shellfish processing site. 

These late-Bronze Age bracelets date 
from around 700BC. They were sitting 
on top of a pile of earth dug from a trench 
when Kent County Council principal 
archaeological officer, Simon Mason, 
found them while on a site visit with a 
small group of colleagues. 

He said: “It was incredible - a really 
exciting find. I couldn’t believe it when I 
saw them. It’s the first time I’ve found 
gold in 30 years as an archaeologist. 

“They looked too good to be real. I 
picked them up and took them over to 
my colleagues and said: What do you 
make of these?’ 

“They were quite tarnished to start 
with. When we washed them and 
cleaned them we realised they were 
something special.” 

The time teams believe they had once 
been worn by children and may have 
been worship offerings, placed near to 
water. They were found together, one 
pushed inside the other. 




Milibands gain 
MPs' support 


KENT’S former Labour MPs have 
thrown their weight behind the 
Miliband brothers as the siblings 
battle it out to be Labour leader. 

The brothers, who have both visited the county 
in recent months, are up against former health 
secretary Andy Burnham, ex-education minister 
Ed Balls and backbencher Diane Abbott. 

David Miliband, 45, was the first to enter the 
race after Mr Brown stepped down as Prime 
Minister in May. 

As a front-runner alongside his 40-year-old 
brother, Mr Miliband has garnered support 
from party members following his visit to the

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Mayors drive up town hall fuel bills 


THEY visit your flower show, lay 
wreaths on Memorial Day and 
welcome visitors to your town 
from far and wide, but are our 
mayors really value for money? 

Unlike those with undeniable decision¬ 
making powers like London Mayor Boris 
Johnson, the men and women we see 
bedecked in gold at various civic events are 
little more than ceremonial figureheads for 
the councils they represent. 

But that doesn’t stop local authorities 
spending thousands of pounds every year 
ferrying them about the county in gas-guz¬ 
zling vehicles the likes of which most of us 
can only dream of owning. 

Information provided to KOS Media 
through requests made under the Freedom 

KENT County Council has spent almost £200,000 on 
chauffeurs' wages since April, 2005. 

Despite not having a mayor to send to various civic 
events, the authority still provides transport for 
group managing director Katherine Kerswell, council 
chairman Bill Hayton and other cabinet members and 
senior councillors. 

It also spends an average of £9,400 a year on 
petrol for chauffeur-driven cars. 

A KCC spokesman said: "We are committed to pro¬ 
viding the most cost-effective means of transport for 
elected members and senior officers. For many jour¬ 
neys the car is often the most economical means of 
travel compared with other forms of transport, such 
as taxis and trains. 

"We remain confident our small fleet of cars, with 
drivers employed on a casual basis, represents good 
value and is appropriate given the demands placed on 
elected members."

of Information Act shows Kent’s district and 
borough councils spend anywhere between 
£1,000 and £7,000 per year on petrol expense 
claims for chauffeur-driven vehicles alone. 

When you factor in the wages of the drivers 
themselves - who sometimes perform other 
civic duties - the annual costs soar into the 
tens of thousands of pounds. 

For instance, Medway council spent £15,663 
on mayoral fuel costs over the last five years, 
but £231,513 on the combined salaries of two 
civic and ceremonial officers. 

“The use of chauffeur-driven, mayoral or 
civic cars is a luxury that will not go down 
well with taxpayers, many of whom are 
struggling with the rising cost of living,” said 
Emma Boon of the Taxpayers’ Alliance. 

“There will be situations where council 
staff legitimately have to claim for petrol, but 
local authorities in Kent must do everything 
they can to keep these costs down.” 

Mayors have formed an important part of 
community life in Britain for hundreds of 
years, but only a few have any real power. 

And despite sometimes chairing council meet¬ 
ings and getting to dress in robes and chains, 
they are actually just like any other member 
of the local authority on which they serve. 

Cllr Patrick Coleman has been a member 
of Dartford council for the past 35 years and 
is currently enjoying his third stint as mayor. 

He told KOS Media that although some 
members of the public do not support the role, 
most were unaware of the good it does for the 
community and the money it raises for charity. 

He said: “In my opinion it’s not a great deal 
of money and it keeps going a tradition that 
has always been a British way of life. 


Celebrate our wartime heroes 


“We look to make between £10,000 and 
£20,000 every year for charity, with most of the 
money coming from civic events that are now 
rarely funded by the council.” 

This year Cllr Coleman has pledged to raise 
money for the Little Buds baby unit at Darent 
Valley Hospital, the north-west Kent branch of 
the Life counselling service for women, Bexley 
and Dartford Samaritans, and the House of 
Mercy homeless hostel. 

And despite having his fuel costs covered for 
him, Cllr Coleman insists his position is far 
from a cushy number. 

“I’ve done it three times and at the end of 
every year I’ve been out of pocket,” he said. “I do 
it because I feel I have the ability to add some¬ 
thing to the borough as its mayor.”

Education system 
has been wrecked

Kent's further education system needs a thorough revision, believes Gary Wright.. 



THE other week I wrote about how I 
couldn’t understand the huge pressure 
there is on 18-year-olds to get into uni¬ 
versity at any cost - including that 
£21,000 debt after three years. 

My attention has now been drawn to the scandalous 
way many 16-year-olds are being treated. Here’s a little 
publicised fact for you: did you know that almost every 
secondary school in Kent with a sixth form forbids any 
visits or input by colleges? 

That means year 11 pupils don’t really get the chance 
to see what else is on offer. The school provides its sixth 
form option and the pupil makes a choice. 

A cynic might say this is to ensure schools retain the 
funding for two more years - most college bosses would 
agree. And our children are really being let down. 

The first let down is the fact that the average sixth 
form is not particularly vocational. Nor does their one- 
size-fits-all approach to A-levels suit many. 

I know of two cases where youngsters had to choose 
four A-level subjects and were told they could drop one 
after a year. Photography A-levels were offered to 
youngsters who had no interest at all. 

So students are forced to choose the A-levels available 
rather than the ones they may wish to take. A case of 
youngsters having to fit the system rather than a sys¬ 
tem geared up to individual needs. 

But what happens if your child doesn’t meet the 
grades for sixth form? Bear in mind you are dealing 
with an individual who has geared his life and expecta¬ 
tions, driven by the school, for the next two years to a 


place in sixth form. I will illustrate this with one school: 
Norton Knatchbull in Ashford. A decent boys’ grammar 
with an above average record in pupils attaining five 
grade Cs or above at GCSE, one of the main bench¬ 
marks for schools. Knatchbull insists its sixth formers 
will need eight grade Cs or above to get in. They must 
achieve Bs in subjects they wish to take at A-level and 
a minimum of Cs in English and maths. 

In one case this year a pupil has managed only a D in 
maths and has been told two days before term begins 
that there is no place for him because the sixth form 
‘could be filled twice over”. 

He was never warned about this, so a week after 
learning his results has begun the search for a college 
place. And the school admits it doesn’t allow colleges to 
access its pupils. Additionally, when it was accused by 
his parents of casting someone aside because his exam 
results were a little low, the master agreed. 

To me this is more worrying than the way pupils are 
forced through an academic system which results in a 
£20,000 debt for what in many cases is a useless degree. 

So, the warning for all GCSE pupils and their parents 
is clear: take a look at what colleges can offer and do not 
assume sixth form is best. 

I believe it’s the fault of the system that has evolved 
and a teaching staff geared up to retaining their income 
rather than what’s best for their students. Either they 
know it’s failing the students and they can’t be bothered 
to change it, or they are so out of touch that they don’t 
recognise how badly they are letting youngsters down. 

Colleges must be allowed access to our secondary 
schools - and schools must do more for those individu¬ 
als who fall below their predicted results.

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UNIVERSITY CHALLENGED: Gary Wright's blog 

Education: what a farce. Ken Little 
is right, councillors are already paid 
too much. Committee membership 
is robbing us - raiding budgets to 
reward them and heads of service. 

Hindsight is generally unhelpful, 
apart from showing how blinded we 
were by unscrupulous govern¬ 
ments, eurorats and their bureau¬ 
cratic partisans. No matter who 
gets elected, the collateral damage 
continues. Education, like any pub¬ 
lic service, was once a matter of 
national pride and universal provi¬ 
sion. Grammar schools were for the 
intellectually able, comprehensives 
were for the more technically 
inclined.

In 1972 he began the show that would 
become Britain’s best-loved movie review pro¬ 
gramme, the Film... series. He was soon the 
country’s best-known and most popular critic 
and he was even given the honour of appear¬ 
ing on Spitting Image. The satirical puppet 
show established a catchphrase for him, ‘and 
why not?’, which he later used as the title for 
his autobiography. 

In the mid-70s he could also be seen regular¬ 
ly on the Tonight programme and he took a 
break from the film review show in 1982 to 
present the arts programme, Omnibus. The 
following year he was back with Film ’83, 
returning with the black chair and distinctive 
theme music which had become so familiar to 
viewers. 

Alongside film criticism, Norman has also 
written and presented a number of series 
exploring the Hollywood and British Greats, 
with accompanying bestselling books. He also 
explored the history of cinema since the intro¬ 
duction of sound in the series and book 
Talking Pictures. 

Norman’s sporting interests have also fea¬ 
tured in his long career. In 1988 he presented 
coverage of the Seoul Olympics for Channel 4 
and went on to interview sportsmen and 


women for the BBC2 series, Talk of the 
Eighties. In 1995 he presented a Radio Five 
Live series, in which he interviewed sports 
people who had taken up new careers. 

He is also a novelist and his fictional titles 
include To Nick a Good Body, End Product, 
Tales of the Redundance Kid, A Series of 
Defeats, Sticky Wicket and more. 


In 1998 Norman vacated the Film... chair to 
present Barry Norman’s Film Night for Sky. 
He was replaced as host by Jonathan Ross, but 
he continues to be one of the country’s best- 
known and most respected film critics.

IF you want to stay on top in busi¬ 
ness today it’s crucial to master the 
modem skill of networking. 

These are the reasons why networking has 
become so important to small businesses: 

1. Networking is seen in this current financial 
climate as low or no-cost marketing. 

2. Networking is seen as the opposite to hard¬ 
sell and cold-calling. 

3. Networking is seen as a ‘social’, more com¬ 
fortable or easier way to gain customers, with¬ 
out having to sell or be sold to. 

But there’s a problem with that: 

1. Networking isn’t cheap. 

2. Without skill, networking is random and 
produces random results. 

3. Without a clear strategy and the skills to 
back it up, networking produces a lame bit of 
PR of questionable value. 

More mature professionals are often quite 
comfortable socialising. They enjoy it, even. 
But the rules have ALL changed. 

My father was a Rotarian for 44 years. He 
would have shuddered at the thought of ‘sell¬ 
ing’ to his club colleagues, and yet, in his day, 
they all bought from each other. The loyalty 
was staggering. Not any more. 

Networking is, to put it politely, a free-for-all. 
(Virtually) anyone can turn up, and sometimes 
the competition is fierce! 

Standing out is the first hurdle. What every 
networker wants to ensure is that they get 
noticed and remembered. And if you’re just one 
of 27 grey suits, how do you make that happen? 

How can you leave the meeting having made 
a lasting impression? How can you ensure that 
in the crowd, when they think, ‘Oh, there’s that 
great accountant I met’, yours will be the

name that springs to mind? 

Your name and the name of your business need 
to be front of mind when people think ‘account¬ 
ant’; just like everyone chants McDonald’s, when 
they think fast food or burgers. 

So how can you and your business achieve this 
pole position? It’s all about influence. 

We used to call it ‘selling’. Now, we’re more 
sophisticated and we call it ‘influencing’. 

Building profitable relationships in business is 
down to one thing: your ability to influence the 
other person. It always has been. It’s just that 
now, the psychology around it has changed. 

We need a consistent system. These are the 
stages of the process. When you get them right, 
profits flow as a consequence. When you get them 
wrong, there’s often a great deal of disappoint¬ 
ment and a dent to the bank balance. 

• Preparation. 

• Entering the room. 

• Shaking hands. 

• What to talk about. 

• What to say. 

• How to listen. 

• How to identify who has potential to buy or 
refer. 


• How to get into a rapport - with anyone. 

• How to match the conversational style and 
needs of the other person. 

• How to influence without overtly selling. 

• How to identify those people with whom a 
profitable relationship is most likely to be built. 

• How to avoid the seven cardinal sins of net¬ 
working. 

• Understanding the rules of the game and 
checking that they do too. 

Which brings me to the best-kept secret of face- 
to-face networking: online follow-up - the way to 
multiply results and make more money. 

Exactly how and when you follow up your ini¬ 
tial meeting is crucial. Your follow-up email or 
phone call can make or break the relationship. 

Send them a salesy email and they’ll hate you 
for it. Offer to help or ask a great question and 
they’ll pay more attention and like you more.

Daytrippers are ticket to boost 
in coach company's business 


COACH companies have enjoyed 
something of a boost thanks to the 
recession, volcanic ash clouds and people’s 
renewed interest in holidaying in the UK. 

Alan Johnson has been in charge of 
Crosskeys coaches in Folkestone for the 
last 10 years and said business is 
continuing to hold up well. 

He inherited the reins from his parents, 
when it was based in Newingreen, and 
has established a loyal customer base and 
developed some excellent working 
relationships with major tour operators. 

The company, which has 22 coaches in 
its fleet, now operates out of Caesars Way 
in Folkestone and offers routes to a wide 
variety of UK and European destinations. 

Despite the recession inevitably hitting 
everybody in the travel market, Mr 
Johnson said there have been some high 
points to come out of the past year. 

“It’s been steady, it was quiet at the 
beginning of the year but then that was 
down to the snow,” he said. 

We picked up extra business during the 
ash cloud, transferring people from Dover 
docks to various airports. 

We’ve just finished our summer with 
taking foreign students to and fro and 
there wasn’t any decrease on that from 
last year. The cruise ships coming into 
Dover are still keeping us busy.” 

Asked about the advantages of taking 
the coach compared to a car or plane, he 
said: “It saves on parking, you can be 
picked up at one point and be dropped off 



at a central location. You haven’t got to 
worry about finding a space or congestion. 

“A lot of people think when they’re given 
the price for coach hire it’s quite high, but 
when you divide it down by 50 people, it’s 
actually quite reasonable. 

“Daytrips are among our most popular 
offering, with London being one of the 
most popular destinations. But then we do 
a lot of holidays for customers where they 
hire the coach for the week and go off to 
north Wales, Scotland or Newcastle.” 

However, a new trend has emerged over 
the summer, with theme parks now a hit 
with families wanting to go by coach. 

Mr Johnson said: We’ve done better this 
year on the theme parks. Possibly people 
have been staying at home this year so 
they’ve been taking their children out on a 
few different day trips rather than one 
holiday.” 

“Hopefully it’s going to be positive from 
now on, but you never know. You’ve always 
got to be careful, just in case.”

the little bits and pieces the big 
places don’t bother with. They are 
interested in the big machines 
and gadgets. I make sure I stock 
all the bottle brushes and sugar 
tongs.

ELVEY Farm is a medieval 
farmhouse in a magical setting 
in the village of Pluddey and a 
visit there is like stepping back 
in time, writes Nick Ames. 

Meridian TV’s Jeff Moody is the 
man behind one of the county’s top 
venues when it comes to stylish din¬ 
ing and last Christmas opened the 
restaurant. 

Since then Jeff and his partner 
Simon have been amazed at the 
number of people who come to eat at 
their restaurant. 

“We see so many familiar faces,” 
said Jeff. “Some people come back 
week after week, which is lovely 
because you get to know them.” 

The restaurant is in a 16th-century 
bam and enjoys a wealth of period 
features and views over the fields. 

Specialising in old-fashioned 
Kentish recipes, it showcases some of 
the best local dishes. 

The kitchen has also resurrected 
some old classics, such as game meat¬ 
balls, and apple and cobnut pudding, 
and these sit comfortably alongside 
modem alternatives such as salmon 
and prawn terrine. 

Chefs have created a dish called A 



Taste of Kent, which includes hop- 
picker’s pie, hunter’s pie and venison 
and chestnut casserole. 

Staff have tracked down many of 
the old recipes to create tmly unique 
food such as a watercress lady’s 
lunch and thresher flan. 

Gypsy tart is also a current 
favourite on the menu as a dessert. 

Jeff said he wanted a new chal¬ 
lenge and the chance to be his own 
boss after years as a TV reporter. 

He said: “Being independent has 
given us the chance to experiment 


and ensure that we keep to local 
recipes and produce. 

“Our motto is ‘Kentish to the Core’ 
and that includes making sure even 
the soap is made locally. 

‘We think it’s extremely important 
to do this. Our meat comes from a 
farm just down the road in Smarden 
and our fish is caught off Hythe. 

“The Old Kentish recipes are all 
faithful recreations alongside our 
own creations. 

“For instance, the watercress lady’s 
lunch is in honour of a local ghost - 
an elderly lady who smoked a pipe 
and drank gin, but set herself on fire 
and then drowned after jumping into 
a stream to try and put the fire out. 

“It’s a duck breast salad with 
juniper berries and marinated in gin. 
This is just one of the advantages of 
being an independent business. We 
can try out different things and 
express ourselves.” 

Jeff added that he was very happy 
in his role as a restauranteur and 
guesthouse owner. 

“I spent a long time in TV, both 
BBC and ITV2,” he said. “But now 
I’m doing what I always wanted - 
being my own boss and having the 
chance to express myself and do 
what I want to do.”

WHAT’S the most important part 
of your new car? Miles to the gal¬ 
lon, resale value, CD system? 

No. If you intend to drive any distance, com¬ 
fortable, supportive seating is number one. 

After 30-odd years of driving, I’ve lost count 
of the back trouble I’ve suffered due directly 
to rubbish seating in cars. 

For me it’s top priority and drivers who suf¬ 
fer the same problem should remember it as 
they sign the cheque for their shiny new motor. 

So, the only thing I was going to criticise 
about the Hyundai Santa Fe was the driver’s 
seat: electrically adjustable, leather, heated, 
so it should have been easy to get comfortable. 

But it wasn’t. I needed more lumbar sup¬ 
port and cussed it a few times until the eighth 
day (and almost 900 miles later), as I pre¬ 
pared to return it to Hyundai, I discovered - 
conveniently placed on the side of the seat - 
two buttons... to alter lumbar support. 

How I missed it I will never know. Perhaps 
it was the fact that it was loaned for a week- 
long holiday in Norfolk and I was on my way 
within hours of taking delivery. 

But I can confirm that for the final few 
miles in my stewardship the seat was finally 
comfortable, perhaps it could have done with 
a fraction more side support when taking 
bends, but it would be churlish to complain. 

So, the Santa Fe is a fine 4x4, good-looking 
in the same way Merc off-roaders manage 
and - I’ll whisper this - it’s a bargain. 

Ignore the green anti 4x4 brigade and con¬ 
sider the Santa Fe - a good-looking estate car 
with stacks of space and rugged 4x4 when the 
going gets tough. 

Hyundai provided a top-spec CRD with 
seven leather-trimmed seats and a smooth

six-speed auto box, which lists at £25,705. 

Its 194bhp 2.2 litre diesel actually feels 
much bigger and, even with auto, she’ll tow 
2,000kg. 

The lower spec Style starts at just over 
£21,620, so we are talking value here. 

The green dashboard ECO light comes on 
when you’re driving sensibly, 2,000 rpm 
means about 70 in 6th, so mid 30mpg is easy. 

It feels as familiar as a Ford Fiesta to drive, 
and despite the size, is easy to manoeuvre. 
The indicator and wiper stalks are on the 
‘wrong 5 side, like old Japanese cars, as is the 
South Korean way, but you soon get used to it. 

The seven-seat option was perfect for a 
week’s holiday with three teenagers. On the 
journey to Norfolk they sat in the back, and 
the load compartment swallowed enough lug¬ 
gage for the trip and the self-levelling suspen¬ 
sion kept the whole car in shape. 

In Norfolk I spent a lot of time on country 
roads doing 30-50 mph. It’s not a sports car and 


I wouldn’t drive it as such. She rolled a bit more 
in comers than a saloon or estate but slow in 
accelerate out on bends meant swift progress 
with a minimum of passenger discomfort. 

The Santa Fe has specific MP3 and iPod 
sockets to play through the decent stereo, 
which forms part of a neat, tidy dash, bathed 
in blue light, which I like. 

Will she off-road? Yes, I think so. A couple of 
passing places in narrow lanes had me wel¬ 
coming the electrically folding door mirrors 
and I had a couple of the wheels ‘off-road’. 

I discovered you could turn off the ESP and 
engage the diff lock to get muddy but I didn’t 


need to. The biggest benefit though for my 
return to Kent and its terrible road surfaces 
was the sensibly profiled road tyres on hand¬ 
some alloys. No pothole fears with this baby. 

The likes of Kia and Hyundai have come on 
massively in the past 10 years and they make 
cracking motors now that compete with the 
best and with their gold-plated warranties 
they are now world bestsellers. Enough said. 

My tip would be choose according to your 
dealer. Many are brilliant, some may not be, 
so ask around and trust your instinct.

Ford peps C-Max appeal

ment incentive and the new 20 per cent 
VAT rate - but Nissan says it will be 
possible to run the Leaf for less than 
two pence a mile and with reduced 
servicing costs, exemption from 
London’s congestion charge, zero road 
tax and zero benefit in kind penalties 
for company car drivers.

Peugeot finally gives table 
a thump with new 5008 



ROAD TEST 


THERE probably isn’t a lot of 
Gallic shoulder-shrugging and 
table thumping at Peugeot. 

But the ‘quiet man’ of the French motor 
industry has waved its arms around lately 
with: a Nissan Qashqai riposte (3008), a stun¬ 
ning rival to the Audi TT (RCZ Coupe), a super¬ 
car concept and plans to take the ‘Lion Brand’ 
from NolO to No7 in global production volumes 
within five years by launching 14 new models. 

Oh, and it just did an about face and 
launched a proper people carrier and it’s one of 
the best - the seven-seat 5008 (from £17,495). 

Marketed as “Enjoyed by families - loved by 
drivers” it mostly gets away with it too, 
although any MPV is bound to stretch the 
latter point and the 5008 is outclassed by a 
Ford S-Max on a winding rural road, but the 
Ford can’t match the Peugeot’s ride quality, so 
it comes down to personal preference. 

The executive class cabin features exemplary 
fit and finish - Peugeot has raised its game 
here lately - plus the vital versatility that 
MPV buyers demand. 

The 5008 has good individual seating for 
seven or multiple permutations - helped by the 


sliding mechanism on the three second row 
chairs - and with all five rear seats capable of 
folding flat for van duties. 

Rarely for this sector, the rearmost pair 
also takes adults rather than being restricted 
to passengers who keep asking Dad “are we 
there yet?” when he’s already ratty from hav¬ 
ing to buy an MPV. 

Not surprisingly, the flagship Exclusive 
spec test car with a 1.6-litre HDi llObhp 
diesel helped first impressions with its 
full-length panoramic roof plus powered 
sunblind and head-up display showing speed 
and a distance alert for the car in front 
reflected in your sight line. 

However, the test car’s six-speed EGC (elec¬ 
tronic gearbox controlled) transmission had me 
in two minds - much the same can be said for 
the device itself. 

On paper, this clutchless manual delivers 
better and greener performance than the 
manual for just £400, but the fully auto 
changes are jerky and erratic. Buy it if you 
mostly prefer manual changes and would use 
auto only in town traffic - don’t buy if you 
habitually drive an automatic because it won’t 
be smooth enough in most situations.
